An analysis of the weed that was 
found growing on the farm of II. I# 
Witz, of near Manilla, shows that 
j the growth is not snake root as had 
i been supposed but that it is a harm­ 
le ss tlmroughwari, which is 
non- 
poisonon*, according to Mr. 
Witz. 
The investigation of the weed 
was 
made at the agricultural 
extension 
department of Purdue 
university, 
where samples of the weed were sent 
after the discovery that 
i* 
was 
growing in large quantities on the 
farm. 
Some alarm was felt by the farm ­ 
ers in the vicinity of The Witz farm 
after the finding of the weed. Sev­ 
eral cases of sick cattle had been re­ 
ported and it was Indieved their con 
dition was

grazed on snake-root, a poisonous 
weed that is claimed to be growing 
in all parts of the county. Mr. Witz 
sent sa m p les of the weed to the ex­ 
perimental station and received the 
report that the weed is nothing moro 
than thorough wart.

MON-POISOIIOUS, 
HARMLESS 


An analysis of the weed that was 


found growing.on the farm of H. L. 
Witz, of near Manilla, shows that 
the growth is not snake root as bad 
been supposed but that it is a harm- 
less flioroughwart, which is non- 
poiscnous, according to Mr. Witz. 
The investigation of the weed 
was 


made at the agricultural extension 
department of Purdue 
university, 


where samples of the weed were sent 
after the discovery that 
it 
was 


growing in large quantities on the 
farm. 


Some alarm was felt by the farm- 


ers in the vicinity''of The Witz farm 
after the findiig of the weed. Sev- 
eral cases of sick cattle bad been re- 
ported and it was believed their con 
dition was caused from 
having 


grazed on snake-root, a poisonous 
weed that, is claimed, to be growing 
in all parts of the county. Mr. Witz 
sent samples of the weed to the ex- 
perimental station 'and received the 
report that the weed is nothing more 
than thoroughwart. 


Many farmers will take advantage 


•af the information given to 
Mr. 


Witz to make an investigation of the 
supposed growth of snake-root on 
their farms and if the weed is found 
to be non-poisonous much time will 
be saved.
